YUMA (Aris.) Jan. 23.—Apprehen- 
sion was felt here tonight for the 
eafety of people residing opposite 
here on the California side of the 
Colorado River, which section has 
been completely submerged by the 
water flowing through the break at 


Bard and the Indian reservation were 
completely under water. 

Many houses were seen floating 
down the stream by people who 
viewed the situation through field 
— from the Courthouse dome 

ere. 

Residents in that section were 
warned yesterday of a danger of a 
break in the river bank, but it was not 
known tonight whether all of the peo- 
pie reached places of safety before it 
occurred. 

A four-mile break in the main 
siphon cana] on that side was plainly 
visible from the Indian reservation 
school. It seemed that half of the

FALLS FOUR FEET. 


The Colorado River here has fallen 
four feet since the crest of the flood 
was reached last night. A strip of 
the Yuma Valley twenty miles long 
and a mile wide has been inundated. 
It was practically certain tonight that 
all of the section of the valley near 
Gadsden was under water. 

Many men who were working for 
the government at the Sixteen-mile 
post were compelled to flee for their 
lives today, when an overflow occurred 
at that point. They escaped with 
their horses, but were forced to leave 
their scrapers and camp equipment 


behind. ‘ 

The fall in the river relieved the 
situatjon at that point and it was not 
believed that the damage there would 
be serious. 

There were rumors tonight that the 
Laguna dam had burst, but these 
proved groundless. 

The only death here so far was that 
of Mayor Charles C. Moore, who died 
of heart failure, caused by the ex- 
citement in trying to restore order 
yesterday, when Yuma was flooded. 

The town was well policed tonight 
and order prevailed. Electric light 
and water were being supplied 
through auxiliary plants installed un- 
der the direction of Southern Pacific 
officials who came here from Tucson, 

AID FROM CONGRESS. 

Owing to the danger of a shortage 
of water for summer irrigation, be- 
cause of the damage to the govern- 
ment canals, efforts immediately Will 
be made to induce Congress to make 
it possible for the United States Recla- 
mation Service to make needed re- 
pairs without delay, it was announced, 
Prompt and adequate government ap- 
propriations for this work were nec- 
essary, it was stated. 

The Colorado was continuing to fan 
at all points above Yuma, except at 
Needles, where a rise of three feet 
since yesterday was reported. It was 
not thought this rise would reach here 
in time to mingle. with the present 
flood waters. 

One of the principal mercantile 
houses of Yuma was threatening to 
collapse tonight and the merchandise 
was being hastily removed. 

BIG BREAK CLOSED. 


The big break in the government 
levee, which caused the flooding of 
Yuma, was closed tonight through the 
efforts of T. H. Williams, superin- 
tendent of construction tor the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad, aided by a 
large force of workmen. They had 
been working to repair the break 
since early today. 

Arrangements were made to send 
boats, with provisions and clothing, to 
succor the people made homeless by 
the flooding of Bard and the Indian 
reservation, on the California side, by 
the break last night at Araz. 

MANY HOUSES IN RUINS. 

Practically every house in the Mex- 
an quarter of the city was in ruins 
today. Many of the business houses 
still were flooded with water and the 
two newspaper plants were out of 
commission. 

The people faced the situation with 
the sentiment practically unanimous 
that the town should be rebuilt on a 
more substantial basis than before. 
It was practically determined to re- 
build the broken levee with rock. 
Steps already have been taken for a 
bond election to meet the expense of 
this work. A $50,000 bond issue has 
been proposed and it was expected 
that plans to raise more money by this 
means would be taken in a short time. 

Conditions in Yuma Valley were 
not as bad as it was first feared they 
would be, owing to the fact that gov- 
ernment irrigating canals were hold- 
ing the water between them and the 
breaks in the levee along the river 
front. It was confidently hoped that 
the flood waters would be prevented 
from reaching the center of the valley. 

AID BY ESPEE. 

Working in conjunction with the 
Citizens’ Relief Committee, the South- 
ern Pacific officials opened the big 
clubhouse of the railroad to the home- 
less and aided in feeding and caring 
for the needy. 

Reports from Gila Bend, 150 miles 
north of Yuma, were to the effect that 
the Gila River had fallen five feet at 
that place and was continuing to fall, 
thus offering additional hope of quick 
relief from the flood situation here. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad 
tracks at Araz station, across the 
river from Yuma, were washed out last 
night. The break was said to be seri- 
ous and it was impossible to state 
when it would be repaired. 

During the day a dozen Southern 
Pacific officials arrived from Tucson 
and aided in relieving the situation. 
They brought equipment for a come 
plete water and electric light plant. 
Installation of the auxiliary plant was 
being completed early tonight. 

PLANTS ARE REPLACED. 


The city water, electric light and 
gas plants were still submerged, there 
being about ten feet of water about 
these buildings.

Situation had been Threatening 
for Several Days on Account of 
Heavy Downpour in the Moun- 
tains, but Storm Now Shows Signs 
of Breaking Up. 


{BY DIREcT DISPATCH.) 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 23.— The 
gravest flood danger Sacramento has 
faced this year was averted tonight 
when the temperature dropped sev- 
eral degrees and the rain which had 
been falling far up into the mountains 
ceased and the storm gave evidence of 
breaking up. The situation was parti- 
cularly threatening because of heavy 
rains in the northern part of the val- 
ley, but although the Sacramento 
River will rise here for the next 
twenty-four hours, it is not expected 
that it will reach a dangerous stage. 

Reports from Redding state the 
Southern Pacific trains have been held 
up on the Shasta Route for periods 
varying from a few to eighteen hours. 
About twenty feet of track was 
washed out near Coram and a rotary 
plow was derailed north of Dunsmuir. 
Fifteen locomotives were stalled be- 
tween Redding and Klamath Falls. 
five of them on the Klamath Falls 
branch. Today the storm continued 
in that part of the State and the 
Southern Pacific did not attempt to 
operate its trains, even where tracks 


were unobstructed. Redding has had 


three days of continued rain and in 
the canyon north of that city the snow 
is deeper than for twenty years. A 
high wind has driven the snow into 
great drifts. | 

The Western Pacific line has been 
closed by several slides and no west- 
bound trains will arrive over that line 
tonight. 

The Southern Pacific Overland 
route, however, is reported to be still 
open.

TO AID JEWS 
OF THE WORLD, * 


Begun in Chicago. | 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO (In.) Jan. 23.—Plans 
for calling a congress that would 
represent all Jews in America that 
would take steps to settle for all time 
the “Jewish question” in Europe and 
other continents, were begun here to- 
day at a convention of Jewish or- 
ganizations of IIlinots, Indiana, Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin. The convention 
was the result of a call issued by a 
recent gathering of the Knights of 
Zion and nearly a score of other or- 
ganizations responded by sending 
delegates. 

There were three sessions of to- 
days convention. The morning meet- 
ing Was routine in character, heard 
Welcoming addresses and a “keynote” 


* 


8 , and appointed committees. In 
t afternoon resolutions were in or- 
der and among them was one direct- 


ing that the Jews “like all other peo- 
ples of the earth are in any courtry 
— under any government endowed 
with the inalienable rights of equality 
before the law with all other citizens, 
or subjects of that nation or govern- 
ment.” It pointed out that the end 
the world war would be an ac- 
ceptable time at which to settle the 
question of discrimination against the 
Jews and that members of the race 
proved their right to such set- 
tlement “by their unexampled sacri- 
fices and suffering in the present war 
as well as in times past.” The pre- 
amble added: 

“Until peace comes the Jews of 
America must speak for the Jews of 
the world.” 

Other resolutions presented to the 
eonvention dealt with the Palestin 
question and the problem of cari 
for Jewish immigrants to the United 
States, especially influx of the latter 
that is expected at the close of the 
war. Tonight’s session debated the 
advisability of organizing a perma- 
nent congress of Jewish organizations 
for the States of the Middle West.

TELLS OF YEARS’ QUEST

He recently pur- 
chased a chain of four colonial houses 
of different periods and he has fitted 
each up, exactly as they were in the 
days of their prime. These houses 
form the settings for thousands of 
colonial pictures. Dr. Nutting has 
spent $100,000 in the restoration of 
the four homes, which he keeps in 
charge of caretakers and occupies only 
when he is using them in pictures. 
They are always open to lovers of 
antiques. 

In the quest for rare antiques that 
form the furnishings of these houses 
Dr. Nutting says he has found an 
interesting game and with but a few 
exceptions, he says, he has had to 
pay full value for every piece of fur- 
niture, but by seeking them out and 
running them down he now has mahy 
rare pieces. Some, of course, were 
bargains, like the, trestle- board table 
that Washington had dined on, which 
was located in the Middle West and 
which after some maneuvering was 
bought for a few hundred when it 
was worth thousands. 

The doctor’s home at Framingham is 
also a colonial structure and consid- 
ered one of the best examples of the 
period in which it was built.

Most vigorous is the protest that 
has been sent to Washington by the 
Committee for Combatting the Ferris 
bill, which would revolutionize the 
land policy of the government. This 
committee's Executive Committee is 
moving swiftly to secure a hearing 
before Congress. It sent a pithy dis- 
patch to Senator Works Friday, and 
this was printed in full in the Wash- 


ington papers day before yesterday 
morning. 

The dispatch protested in the most 
earnest terms against the Ferris bill. 
Senator Works last evening wired the 
Executive Committee, composed of 
John J. Morris, William T. Forsyth 
and D. F. Wilgon, as follows: 

“Had your telegram read in the 
Senate and published in the Con- 
gressional Record. If you want a 
hearing before the Senate Committee, 
better act promptly.” 

The committee will send a telegram 
to Senator Works and to the Senate 
Land Committee today, asking that it 
be given a hearing. It will select 
men to go to Washington within the 
next day or so, and no time will be 
lost in preparing to make a vigorous 
fight against the bill. 

It provides that hereafter there 
shall be only leasing of lands bearing 
water-power sites, coal, gas, sodium 
or potassium and all non-metallifer- 
ous lands. 

The general committee to combat 
this legislation ig composed of de- 
tween 500 and 600 oil operators, rep- 
resenting the counties of Ventura, 
Orange, San Bernardino, Kings, San 
Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, Kern, 
perial and Los Angeles.

New Proof Western Roads are 


on Prosperity Wave. 


Santa Fe’s Handling of Cars 
Increases Sharply. 

Inquiries for nearly $5,000,000 
worth of rolling stock are being made 
of the eastern equipment-makors by 
the Southern Pacific, it became known 
here yesterday. Coming on the heels 
of the announcement that the operat- 
ing income of the Santa Fe for Novem- 
ber exceeded that of the correspond- 
ing month of the previous year by 
$1,402,000, it shows, according to 
traffic men, that the wave of pros- 


perity has uplifted the western car- 


riers. 

Perhaps the item on the 
programme as given out by the offi- 
cials of the system is that of freight 
cars. There are 4 of these cars 
demanded, each of which is to cost 
$1000. This vast sum of $4,000,000 
is divided among 2000 box cars, 650 
flat cars, 250 flat car bodies, 300 tank 
cars, 700 stock cars, 250 gondola cars 
and three caboose cars. | 
In addition, twenty big freight en- 
gines of the Mikado type have been 
ordered. These monster locomotives 
will cost approximately $16,000 
apiece. 

Thirty-seven coaches of four kinds 
will be added to the present rolling 
stock. This number includes ten bag- 
gage cars, six postal cars, six combi- 
nation baggage and mail cars, and ft. 
teen day coaches. Each coach will 
cost approximately $12,000. 

The Union Pacific system, that con- 
nects with Los Angeles over the Salt 
Lake, is also placing large orders for 
rolling stock. This order includes 
1500 box cars, 500 stock cars and 2000 
refrigerator cars. At the same scale 
of prices usually paid for this class 
of cars, the expenditure will approxi- 
mate $4,000,000. ( 

An interesting commentary on these 
orders was the issuan of a state- 
ment by the Santa Fe freight depart- 
ment, late day before yesterday, that 
its handling of loaded during the 
second week of January exceeded that 
of the corresponding week of 1915 
by nearly £000 cars.

FIR THE FIOOD. 

In spite of its severity, the floods and 
Washouts it created and the damage it 
caused, the recent storm that swept over 
the Southwest left a rainbow of promise 
behind. Along with the destruction of 
bridges, flooding of lands and erosion of 
highways it brought helpful lessons, im- 
munity from killing frost, opportunities for 
improved construction and a busy, opti- 
mistic period of reconstruction in which 
many thousands of otherwise jobless men 
are finding profitable employment. 

The most serious blow dealt by the Storm 
King in the Southwest fell upon Yuma, 
when the treacherous, swollen Colorado 
River battered down a levee, inundated a 
considerable portion of the city and caused 
financial loss and suffering. Its Southern 
California neighbors sympathize deeply with 
Yuma in its hour of affliction. They be- 
eve confidently that the citizens of the 


geously and efficiently. That Yuma will 
recover quickly is to expected. The 
Federal government will be asked to repair 
the levee promptly in order that the mun- 
dated lands may be saved and to strengthen 
the river barriers against future floods. 
Yuma has been growing and prospering. 


| Blessed with surrounding farm country of 


exceeding richness and climatic conditions 
that make for enormous crops, the city is 
strong enough to cope with its disaster, se- 
vere though it is. 

Everywhere in Southern California recon- 
struction is proceeding apace. The Super- 
visors of the Southern California counties 
are to be congratulated and commended for 
the promptness and energy with which they 
began to rebuild damaged highways and 
bridges. The Los Angeles County Board 
» recognized, not only that the roads must be 
put in good condition again, but that for 
the benefit of visiting tourists and for the 
sake of the high reputation which the 
county has earned for its magnificent boule- 
vard systems the work must be done 
quickly. So they gave the road commis- 
sioner carte blanche to employ extra men 
and expend money. He and his assistants, 
even though they have more than 500 miles 
of highway to examine and many bridges 
and erosions to repair, have undertaken to 
complete the job within two weeks, a task 
that under ordinary conditions might be 
extended over months. 

Probably the biggest blessing of the rain 
was in the work it gave to the unemployed. 
One railroad promptly put 1000 extra men 
to work. Another hired every capable man 
it could get. City and county governments 
used all their regular employees and many 
extra men: For the first time in many 
months good jobs had to wait for hours in 
the past two or three days at the Municipal 
Employment Bureau before applicants came 
to take them. Students of labor conditions 
and managers of employment bureaus say 
the situation had improved 25 to 50 per 
cent, before the rain, on account of reviving 


there are few capable men out of work. 
And the work of construction must go on 
for months. Men will be kept busy and 
they will be egrning and supporting their 
families and contributing to the prosperity 
of the community. 

The problem of the unemployed was one 
of the most distressing and vexing that 
Southern California has had to face. If 
the storm has helped in some considerable 
degree to solve it, it has gone far toward 
recompensing for all the damage it did. 

Engineers studying flood conditions and 
methods of flood control have been able to 
obtain valuable and useful data that will 
undoubtedly be helpful when action is de- 
termined upon. In rebuilding, practically 
every county is doing far more than merely 
restoring to former conditions. The new 
roads, bridges and culverts will be better 
than before. In Los Angeles county many 


| of the old wooden culverts destroyed by 


the flood will be replaced by safer, stronger 
concrete ones. The value of retarding dams 
has been more definitely fixed. The ques- 
tion of whether or not to build more storm 
drains in this city can be met and decided 
intelligently by the people, who have had 
opportunity to see how much they will be 
worth in preventing loss and discomfort 
in residence districts. : 

Dry farmers in many districts have the 
advantage of saturated ground and the as- 
surance of big grain and grass crops. Soon 
the fields will be covered with a green car- 
pet. Wild flowers will spring up by mil- 
lions. That glorious spectacle of miles upon 
miles of desert flowers, seen only one year 
in several, will delight the eye. In San Ber- 
nerdino county and in the Imperial Valley 
vast areas will be covered with blossoms. 
All the Southwest will present a smiling, 
shining face, and with busy workers, good 
crop prospects and steadily improving busi- 
ness conditions her people will give scarcely 
a thought to the big storm that threatened 
and ravaged for a time, but after all proved 
not to be a calamity.

R THE “GOOD” GIRL. 

The State, the county, and the city, in 
different reformative and punitive institu- 
tions, make provision for the girl who is no 
longer “good” in the technical sense the 
word has come to have in its application to 
women; they also care for the “delinquent” 
or “dependent” girl. The church and va- 
rious charitable organizations provide 
“homes” and “refuge” for the “fallen” girl 
—who can be induced to accept their shel- 
ter. 
But until a girl has taken the irrevo- 
cable step that classes her with the de- 
Unquent or criminal there is no refuge 
for her. For the “ ” girl who is home- 
less; for the Woman out of employment; 
for the girl who is in danger—who is verg- 
ing on the fatal ste? that will make her a 
“criminal” or a “delinquent,” there is no 
shelter or provision. | 

There is a large class of girls who, from 
lack of proper conditions in the home, or 
from the unfitness of parents or guardians 
to safely guide them, have thrown off the 
restaints of school and of parents and are 
on the way to become offenders. Some of 
these are children of parents who have been 
separated or divorced, thus breaking up the 
home; often such girls are brought under 
the influence of step-parents who are utterly 
demoralizing. Many of them are the daugh- 
ters of foreign parents; the girls have at- 
tended our schools, adopted our customs, 
may be earning their own living, and feel 
that their parents. have no right to restrict 
them in any way. 

Social workers of Los Angeles agree in 
saying that an institution where girls and 
women who are out of work could be given 
work that would pay their living expenses, 
and where girls who are in danger of be- 
coming delinquents or offenders may be 


pline and taught a useful vocation, or em- 
ployed at work which would make them self- 
supporting, is one of the needs of our city. 
Various plans have been advocated for an 
industrial school which should supply this 
need; none of these has taken any very defi- 
nite form. But it is self-evident that an 
institution which would protect girls from 
danger and save them from becoming 
wards of the courts and bearing the taint 
of the police court or of the Juvenile Court 
is better than any amount of reform or 
punishment after the harm has been done. 
Dr. Charles W. Eliot declared in a recent 
address before the American Association of 
Science: “Society must concern itself, 
not chiefly with the isolation, temporary or 
permanent, of the individual murderer, thief 
or forger, but with the extermination or re- 
pair of the genetic, educational or industrial 
defects which cause the production of crim- 
mals. It may surely be asserted that one 
girl saved from crime or downfall is worth 
two girls who are “reformed” after having 
made false steps. The criminal act, like a 
diseased condition, inevitably leaves weak- 
ness and scars. The prevention that keeps 


womanhood is demanded for the protection 
of society. And when individuals fail to 
protect girls under their care, or when the 
girl cannot protect herself, society must 
step in and provide for its own safety as 
well as for the best interests of the girl,

REDDING, Jan. 22.—The Bully 
Hill Smelting and Mining Company 
has definitely decided on the building 
of a large zinc smelter near Copper 
City and is negotiating with the After- 
thought Copper Company to handle 
Afterthought ores, according to news 
received here from the East last 
week. The Afterthought Company has 
Deen planning an early erection of a 
Concentrating plant to treat its cop- 
per-gine ores, but the proposition of 
the Bully Hill people is under con- 
sideration. 


The experiments at the Bully Hill 
plant have been pro about 
five years and the ess evolve.1 is 
Similar to the method developed at 
Great Falls, Mont., by the Anaccnda 
Copper Company. The projected 
meter wili be of the electrolytic 
type and recovery of zinc will be the 
main requisite. Copper, gold and sil- 
ver will be recovered in the form of 
by-products. 

An enormous tonnage of copper- 
Sime ore is exposed in the Bully Hill 
group Which has been developed to an 
approximate depth of 1000 feet. The 
ore is remarkably high grade, con- 
taining a heavy percentage of zinc. 

The Afterthought mine lies wear 
Imgot and is said to contain fully 
3,000,000 tons of profitable ore. The 
excess content formerly pre- 
vented satisfactory copper- smelting, 
‘Dut it is now intended to extract the 
zine and melt the remaining copper- 
stiver-gold product.

NEW DREDGER. 


The Natomas Consolidated Company
